Shoals and $30,000,000, It is stated, 
will now he used In the immediate 
construction of a great nitrate plant, 
and this huge plant and expenditure 
will be outaide of the 
experim ental 
plant and the big hydro-electric devel­ 
opm ent and will be Independent of 
both. 
The officers of the American Cya- 
namid Company, who 
have 
offered 
their services to the governm ent free 
of charge in the construction of a 
great nitrate plant at Muscle Shoals, 
have Just spent a week a t this point 
and It is understood have recommend­ 
ed that the work on the plant begin 
Immediately. 
It is stated that 2200 acres of land 
lying at the foot of Muscle Shoals and 
at the south end of the Florence river 
bridge has been selected as the most 
desirable site and options have been 
secured on practically all of the land.

day.

It is stated that the. great plant is 
to cost $30,000,000 snd that it is en­ 
tirely separate from the other devel­ 
opm ents as far as expenditures are 
concerned.

ITALIAN STRJ GGLK TB BE 
RENEWED ON BIG SCALE.

London. *Nov. 28 --Germany’s great 
plan to crush Italy has ended in fail- 
ure, according to belief expressed in 
diplomatic and m ilitary circles. How­ 
s’' er. the end of the struggle in north­ 
ern Italy is not in sight, and the Teu­ 
tons can be counted upon to 
make 
even m ightier efforts to break through 
the Italian lines on the Ptave river 
»nd the Asiago plateau. 
Both sides are preparing for a great 
struggle. 
Reinforcements of men and 
guns are pouring across the A u stria 
frontier into Italy to strengthen the 
Invading foes, while the Alpine roads 
leading down from France are choked 
with a mass of British and 
French 
veterans, trains of 
supply 
wagons 
-ind long lines of artillery. The mag­ 
nitude of the preparations that are 
being made on poth sides for a con­ 
tinuation of the struggle are shown 
by the closing of the Austro-German 
frontier and the Franco-Italian fron- 
t :er.
